There  is  no  evidence  of  excessive  incidence  of  tuberculosis  due  to 
occupational  conditions. 

Of  the  22  cases  notified,  4 cases  of  pulmonary  and  1 of  non-pulmonary 
disease  contracted  the  disease  before  coming  to  reside  in  the  Borough. 

There  was  one  case  of  death  from  Lupus  of  many  years  duration 
which  had  not  been  notified  previous  to  death. 

The  fiotification  of  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  has,  with  the  above 
exception,  been  invariably  carried  out  by  the  general  practitioners. 
Notifications  from  the  Tuberculosis  Department  are  much  less  satis- 
factory. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  prevalent  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year,  a small 
epidemic  occuring  in  August  and  a larger  one  in  December;  mild  cases 
which  had  not  received  medical  attention  were  discovered  desquamating 
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whilst  mixing  freely  with  the  public.  During  the  latter  months  there 
have  been  epidemics  of  measles,  mumps  and  chicken-pox  chiefly 
amongst  children  of  school  age.  Pneumonia  shows  an  increase  on  the 
previous  year  and  the  mortality  has  been  over  50  per  cent.

There  have  been  no  specially  noteworthy  causes  of  sickness  and 
invalidity  in  the  district.

The  samples  were  all  milk,  and  of  the  6 reported  not  genuine,  3 were 
informal  and  3 formal  samples.  Two  of  these  samples  (informal)  were 
followed  up  by  formal  samples  which  were  also  below  standard,  and 
resulted  in  penalties  of  £ 20  and  ^3,  being  inflicted.

Application  was  made  to  the  Ministry  during  the  year  for  permission 
to  increase  the  Slaughtering  fees  and  this  is  still  under  consideration,  the 
local  Butchers’  Association  having  made  a complaint  that  the  premises 
are  out  of  date  and  insanitary.

Lodging-house. 

Owing  to  the  large  influx  of  navvies  engaged  on  the  Thirlmere  to 
Manchester  pipe  line  and  the  insufficiency  of  proper  lodging  accomoda- 
tion for  these  men,  the  Corporation,  in  November,  1922,  decided  to 
provide  a common  lodging  house.  Premises  were  rented  on  the  Water- 
side and  adapted  to  this  purpose.  The  alterations  and  furnishing  cost 
about  ^450. 

The  house  was  opened  on  Jan.  6th,  1923,  and  is  registered  for  83 
lodgers. 

There  are  three  dormitories,  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  heated 
by  hot  water  pipes;  a large  dining  room,  kitchen,  four  W.C.s  and  a 
basement  with  ablution  bench  and  a water  supply. 

There  is  a resident  caretaker  with  his  family  who  have  rooms  on  the 
premises. 

The  whole  of  the  cooking  is  done  by  gas  stoves. 

The  charge  is  one  shilling  per  night,  or,  if  paid  in  advance,  6s.  per 
week. 

During  the  year  22,429  nights’ lodgings  were  provided  or  an  average 
of  62  lodgers  per  night. 


Smoke  Abatement. 

There  has  been  a considerable  improvement  in  the  amount  of  black 
smoke  emitted  from  factory  chimneys.
